Fight Dropped Extend Trade Pact Act 


Quickly, Truman Urges 


W ASHINGTON—(AP)—President Truman asked Con- 
gress yesterday to extend the reciprocal trade agreement act 
quickly and “without the hampering restrictions placed on 


it by the last Congress.” 
He urged also that the new act 
be extended until June 12, 1951.) 


He asked the last Congress for a 
three-year extension, but it ap- 
proved a stopgap measure expir-| 
ing June 30, 1949. It also enacted 
certain limitations which Mr. Tru- 
man opposed. 

In a letter to Sen’ George, Dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, and Rep. Dough- 
ton, Democrat, North Carolina, 
who will head the committees in 
this Congress dealing with tariffs, 
Mr. Truman said early action was 
needed because negotiations will 
start in April to extend to 13 ad- 
ditional countries the general 
trade agreement of 1947. 

The “hampering _ restrictions” 
moved are provisions inserted by 
the last Republican Congress in- 


creasing the authority of the Tariff 
Commission in the negotiations of 
trade agreements. 

Under this clause the President 
is required to furnish the Commis- 
sion a list of commodities to be 


covered in a prospective agree- 


ment. The Commission holds hear- 
ings and sets forth “peril points” 
beyond which it holds that tariff 
cuts should not go without causing 
or threatening to cause serious in- 
jury to domestic producers. The 
Commission has four months to 
make recommendations. 

The State Department has de 
scribed this provision as likely te 
wreck the whole reciprocal pro- 
gram. The President himself last 
year térmed it a “complicated, 
time-consuming and unneccessary 
procedure.” .-

Fulton County voters, outside of 
the City of Atlanta, will decide 
Jan. 18 whether they will meet the 
classroom needs for a growing 
population of school children that 
is to increase from 27,668 
today to 36,500 in five years. 


The decision will be made when 
the voters express their approval 
or disapproval of a $5,000,000 bond

The cost will be the increase of 
@ one mil) tax levy to the present 
bond levy of two mills and will 
mean an increase of $1 per $1,000 
on the assessed property valuation. 

It is figured that the three mill 
levy would retire the new bonds 
and current bonded indebtedness 
of $3,316,500 by 1973. 


The Fulton County Board of; 
Education estimates the new bond 
issue would permit the construc- 
tion of three new white high 
schools and one for Negroes, at a 
total cost of $1,800,000, and addi- 
tions to College Park, North Ful- 
ton, Russell and West Fulton High 
Schools, totaling $425,000. It would 
enable the construction of new ele- 
mentary school buildings at Fair- 
burn, Newton Estates, (College 
Park), E. Rivers and Rock Spring, |

Citing the need for increased# 
school facilities, Paul West, Ful-|

There are 
4,155 in the Negro elementary) 
schools and 375 in the Negro high’ 
schools. 

The total present enrollment) 
does not include 562 Negro pupils

In explaining the necessity for

Vandenberg Calls for Complete Survey

With his background of business 
management, Webb is expected to 
play a key role in revamping and 
“streamlining” the vast affairs of 
the State Department where Dean 
Acheson will take over the Secre- 
taryship from Gen. George E.

As Budget Director for the past 
two and one-half years, young Jim 
Webb had the tough job of saying 
no to cabinet officers heads 
of Federal agencies who wanted 
to spend countless millions which 
he thought could be saved. He 
said it—and made it stick. 

By one estimate, he has cut more 
than $14,000,000,000—that’s _ bil- 
lions—off the budgetary requests 
of government agencies, but that 
estimate was made before the new 
budget, which President Truman 
will send to Congress on Monday, 
was prepared. Now it might be 
double that, figure. 

In addition, he helped engineer 
the first two balanced budgets 
this country has seen since 1930.

Bubbling hot molten rock, after 
spewing 20 miles down the moun- 
tainside in a _ spectacular erup- 
tion, was reported by aerial ob- 
servers to have slowed almost to 
a standstill six miles short of a 
cluster of villages and plantations 
along the west coast of the Island 
of Hawaii. 

More than 10 residents of the 
beach village of Honaunau, ranch- 
ers and coffee plantation workers 
who fled from the path of the lava 
‘flow wairly brought back their be- 
longings, piled high in automobiles 
‘and trucks, and resumed “normal” 
life.

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BASIC AUTHORIZATION 


WASHINGTON—tThe so-called 
air force, 


| It is my hope that this legisla- 
ition will afford the Air Force a 
‘continuity in its development and 
‘planning, both for the regular 
‘service and for the civilian com- 
‘ponents, which continuity other- 
‘wise would be wholly lacking. For 
example, under present law, now 
‘suspended by temporary’ war 
power statutes, the Air Force is 
authorized to have only 6,000 air- 
‘carft. Obviously this is insuffi- 
‘cient under present day world con- 
ditions. My bill remedies this 
‘Situation. 

Moreover, the Air Force is not 
now directed by law to concentrate 
‘on the development of guided 
‘missiles which in time may be 
‘come exceedingly important to our 
national defense. My bill deals 
expressly with this important mat- 
‘ter by enjoining the Air Force to 
‘work actively in the development 
of these weapons. 

The proposed bill does not con- 
template an Air National Guard— 
it refers to “reserves” alone. This 
was intentional. It is my view 
that no state need whatsoever 
exists for an air national guard. 
Accordingly, there is no justifica- 
tion for continuing State control 
over this, vital national defense 
activity. 

My bill provides that the civilian 
‘component of the Air Force will in 
the future be exclusively a Federal 
reserve force. There will be no 
air force equivelent of the ground 
national guard. 

An item of additional signifli- 
cance is the authority given under 
my bill to the Air Force to obli- 
igate funds over a_ considerable 
period of time, thereby permitting 
ithe Air Force to engage in long- 
‘range planning and procurement 

As for the military power repre- 
sented in the proposed legislation, 
the 70 groups proposed will re- 
quire approximately 7.000 first 
line aircraft, about 5.500 for the 
‘air reserve, a little over 8,100 in 
war reserve, as well as abort 3.400 
second line aircraft, this totaling 
‘the 24.000 aircraft authorized in 
mv proposed bill. 

By means of this air strength 
fhe United States will be reason- 
ably—and T emnhasize reasonably 
'—prepared for any emergency re- 
quiring the use of air power But 
more than that. the bill proposes 
that the Air Force procure up to 
5.200 aircraft a year, within the 
94.000 authorized, to keep the Air 
Force modern. up-to-date and 
equipped to defend this nation 
with the latest aerial weapons. 

This legislation is not merelv de- 
sirable: it is absolutely imperative 
to sound national defense plan- 
ning,

than in the Selective Service Act 
of 1948 which does not specify 
what the breakdown of the total 
strength therein authorized should 
be.

At the same time, it will clear the way 
in Georgia for more stringent educational 
qualifications for voting to be applied 
equally and impartially to all. 

In fact, the Court went to some lengths 
to reaffirm that the matter of qualifica- 
tions for voting lies within the jurisdic- 
tion of the State. 


“The subject matter of the Boswell 
Amendment is within State power,” the 
ibunal declared, “and its validity de- 
ds upon whether it squares with the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments.” 
The Court found the Boswell Act did 
not meet these constitutional require- 
ments. The outlawed amendment re- 
quired prospective registrants to be able 


A Chance for the Mentally III 


Chatham County is the first in Geor- 
‘gia to have adopted the civilized practice 
of sending the mentally ijl to a hospital 
rather than to a prison. 

And because of the enlightened, expert 
treatment available in Savannah the num- 
ber being sent to Milledgeville from Chat- 
ham County has been cut in half. Empty 
cells at the jails, too, show the effect of 
the new system. 

Moreover, Savannah isn’t bothered 
with quack psychiatrists who seem to 
have struck a bonanza in most parts of 
the country due to the increase in the 
number of mentally ill. 


Why Stop a Good Program? 


One of the few outstanding features of 
Georgia’s educational system is its voca- 
tional training program. 

Now the several thousand ex-Gls en- 
rolled in this.program are threatened with 
having their benefit checks—and training 
—stopped because the Veterans Adminis- 
tration contends they are being exploited 
as free labor. 


The VA originally was quoted as ob- 
jecting to the use of vocational students 
on “live” projects—that is, projects which 

incidentally benefit a State, County or 
local government. 

Late yesterday, however—48 hours 
after publication of the first statement— 

~the VA issued a press release claiming its 
spokesmen had been misquoted. 

It appears now that the VA does not 
object to “live” projects, but on the con- 
trary favors them. 

It does find fault with the Georgia pro- 


to “understand and explain” the Federal 
Constitution to the satisfaction of county 
registrars. But it failed, the Court said, 
to “call for a simple, fair or reasonable 
understanding. It does not give any rule, 
guide or test as to the nature of the un- 
derstanding or explanation that is re- 
quired.” 

It is fortunate that this ruling was 
handed down ‘on the eve of a session of 
the Georgia General Assembly which will 
be called upon to act on voter qualifica- 
tion laws. With this Federal Court ruling 
fresh on ‘their minds, Georgia legislators 


are less apt to lean toward legislation 
which could be used to disfranchise 
groups at the pleasure of local officials. 

At the same time, the Court has made 
it clear that voter-qualification laws 
which. provide fair and impartial stand- 
ards for measuring those qualifications 
will stand the acid test. 


Georgia is in acute need of a law of 
this sort.

Not all Georgia autumns have been as prosperous, peaceful and 
pleasant as that of 1948. When Gen. W. T. Sherman and his ravag- 
ing army turned southward from burning Atlanta in mid-Novem- 
ber of 1864, they left behind a trail of ruin from Chattanooga, 
which they soon extended to the sea. Only two houses were left 
standing in now modernized Cartersville. Calhoun, Dalton, Ring- 
gold, Rome, Marietta, had all suffered greatly—and then Atlanta 
had been temporarily obliterated. 

Before the invaders lay a rich path of Eastern and Middle 
Georgia: country at the peak of the harvest season. The luscious 
harvest would quickly vanish before the foe; for Sherman had 
planned it that way. Some of the towns that were spared owed 
their good fortune to Federal expediency or Confederate inge- 
nuity. Augusta was by-passed because Sherman was in too big 
a hurry to lay siege. Now world-famous Warm Springs escaped 
destruction because Union scouts dispatched to destroy the build- 
ings then there were outsmarted by a quick-witted Englishman 
named Tidmarsh who falsely claimed ownership and thus ‘got the 
protection of the British flag. The strained relations existing be- 
tween the British and American governments made even Sher- 
man’s soldiers cautious at least for once. 


: Near Clinton, just east of Macon, local patriotism 
Destruction temporarily triumphed to turn 
back. At Milledgeville and in the country the marauders Had gen- 
erally successful raids, pillaged by day and made merry by night. 
They ransacked the old capitol building: built fires with Con- 
federate money: staged a mock legislative session and jokingly 
voted Georgia back into a Union President Lincoln said she never 
left and the radical Congress then at Washington long prevented 
her from rejoining. But the damage at Milledgeville was light, 
and most of the valuable records had either gone to safer parts 
or were later recovered. But, incidentally, Mrs. Joseph E. Brown 
failed to fool the Yankees bv covering one wagon load of valu- 
ables with garden collards. Thev got that one. 


From Atlanta, part of the Federal army went through Jones- 
boro and McDonough and on via Gordon to Sandersville, where it 
was joined by the eastern wing which had ranged through De- 
catur, Covington, Eatonton, Milledgeville, and on to Sandersville. 
When Sherman’s forces approached Milledgeville, the State’s gov- 
ernment fled with what could be carried, and the old city hall at 
Macon was made the temporary seat of government from Nov. 13, 
1864, until the Spring of 1865. 


Spared of the main line of march, and its picturesque ante- 
bellum estates, including that of fiery Robert Toombs, was spared 
to soon afterward become the site of the final meeting of the 
Confederate government. All along the route of destruction, deeds 
of heroism took place. Much family treasure was saved here and 
there by burial; and numerous gardens were dissected by treasure- 
seeking Union soldiers. The story goes that one wealthy Sa- 
vannah banker hid his gold in a cistern and later recovered all 
but one piece. During occupation of Savannah the Green-Meldrim 
house was used as Sherman’s headquarters, and other buildings and 
homes were used to full advantage by the foe. The port city was 
spared and presented to President Lincoln as a Christmas gift in 
December, 1864. 

Despite the sorrow and tragic losses, the war and the Sherman

On Page 5-B of this issue is a news story giving the facts of 
the Houston, Texas, annexation move. The following editorial 
comment is from the Houston Press. 


Action by Mayor Holcombe and City Council in taking the first 
step of annexation for 115 square miles of territory is in the tra- 
dition of Houston. Certainly it is bold action—but boldness is the 
meat on which the city has grown. 


It is a move that is long overdue. Since 1928, Houston’s popu- 


lation within the city limits has grown more than 100 percent. The , 
area of the city during that same time has grown only 10 percent. | 


This annexation move, of course, looks forward to the census 
of 1950. And we don’t believe there is a person here who doesn’t 
want Houston to step up several notches in the list of American 
cities in that census. And for Houston to drop in the list—hard 
as it is to imagine—we feel sure that all of us would consider 
that a catastrophe. 

After all the unmatched publicity as the fastest growing city 
in America, census figures that didn’t back up this claim would 
do positive and far-reaching damage to our future. 

And to put it on a homier and more down-to-earth basis, there 
would be weeping and wailing and gnashing of teeth among all of 
us if by chance Dallas should top Houston in population jn the 
1950 census. And Dallas—rapidly and widely expanding ie city 
oe do it if this annexation move of ours had not been 
aken, 

Just imagine: Before this annexation move Houston was the 
third city in area in the State, topped not only by Dallas, but 
also by Fort Worth. 

And don’t think those official Government figures in the cen- 
sus don’t mean dollars and cents to a city. Unofficial claims and 
surveys carry some weight.

That budget, incidentally, is surprisingly 
low to one who has seen the Council in action 
many times in many neighborhoods, pre- 
senting nationally known authorities on 
problems of the day, leading forums on 
youth problems, recreation, leadership train- 
ing and ideals. It is, in fact, one-sixteenth of 
one percent of the State budget. 


Words like recreation, leadership, youth direc- 
tion, are cold and it takes a camera to catch 
their meaning in human terms. You see what they 
are in the bright faces of youngsters working 
and playing happily, and in their parents who 
know they are fulfilling their jobs as under- 
standing adults. 

' But the gains of the Council have not been 
so idealistic and nebulous that some of them can’t 
be charted: fas 3 

In 1945 there were eight communities in 
Georgia with public recreation programs. In 
1948 there were 25 cities and towns, such as 
Statesboro, Americus, Toccoa, Moultrie, Douglas, 
Cedartown, Decatur and others, where such 
programs were in full swing. 

In 1945 only 13 communities had any sepa- 
rate procedure for handling juvenile cases. In 
1948 there were 30 statutory and special Juve- 
nile Courts, and there was in preparation legis- 
lation to provide Juvenile Courts and probation 
service for the children in al] counties. 

In 1945 there were 13 teen-age centers carry- 
ing out community youth programs. Three 
years later there were 147 established in such 
towns as Jesup, Lavonia, Montezuma, Arlington, 
Cochran, Dublin, Rome, Columbus and Atlanta. 

During the war, some crowded areas estab- 
lished preschoo] child care centers, and now 
that service has been made available in 24 
communities. 

More than 3,000 citizens of the State, pro- 
fessional and nonprofessional, from more than 
200 communities, have taken part in leadership 


training institutes and conferences. 

Instructors, consultants, speakers such as 
Dr. Grace Sloan Overton, nationally famous 
psychologist; Dr. Paul L. Schroeder, former di- 
rector of the Institute for Juvenile Research; 
Frederick Ward, of the National Probation Asso- 
ciation, have been brought to appear in at least 
40 communities. 

The Citizens’ Council, outstanding enough to 
be used as a model program in several other 
States, has brought countless comments of ap- 
proval from discriminating observers. 


Dr. Overton has said: “You are pioneering 
with a strategy for youth work in America 
which meets needs as no other one now in 
action possibly can.” Dr. J. C. Wilkinson, Past 
President of the Georgia Baptist Convention: 
“I think you have done a wonderful work 
arousing the minds and consciences of the 
people of Georgia. This is a fine missionary 
work and will pay big dividends in years to 
come.”

COVINGTON—Here in Covington one does not go out looking for history, past 
and buried: it lives on every street and every public road leads to its door. The

they have almost disappeared, leads one to ask, why? The answer is brief and

While one is musing over this cardinal vir- 
tue in e man whose name was synonymous with 
“villain” in the South, it is interesting to sur- 
mise what sort of place he saw when his armies 
rode through—with their torches temporarily 
i ished. Well, Sherwood’s Gazeteer, pub- 
lished in 1860, tells us: : 

“Covington, p. t. and cap.” (post town and 
capital) “Newton County, named after Gen. Cov- 
ington, an officer in our late war—” (this was 
the War of 1812, one assumes) “is situated on a 
ridge of land three and one-half miles east of 
the Yellow River, three west of the Alcovee and 
about 15 above the confluence of those rivers... 
18 S. W. Monroe, crossing the Alcovee at Whil- 
ley’s, 13 miles from town, but 22-via Quert’s 
Bridge, three miles from Covington. This latter 
way is the best for carriages. It contains 52 
houses, courthouse, jail, academy, 15 stores, be- 
sides offices and shops, meeting houses for Bap- 
tists and Methodists. The road is good to Law- 
renceville and to Madison. 

“Covington has increased rapidly in size, 
and greatly in tasteful :ppearance. It now 
has 150 families, and a population of about 
1,300. The Protestant Methodists have erected 
a house of worship. A bookstore, with a good 
assortment of books and stationery, is estab- 
lished here. Six lawyers, three doctors and 

$80 mechanics.

“Three or four factories in this county and 
So that was Covington. The significant things 
Pppear to be the number of schools and colleges, 
and the bookstore—though a better historian 


mention in the Gazeteer. Strange that Mr. Sher- 


wood should have omitted an institution which 
in his prime numbered its converts by the hun- 
dreds, where 1,000 guests could be fed at the 
hotel at $1 per day and the chicken coops were 
larger than the dining room. 

Those were the long-ago days of the “brush 
arbor,” when families had their “tents,” their 
carriages and slaves. Kitty, the slave of Bishop 
Andrew, did not suspect then that the cottage 
which the Bishop had built for her in his yard 
at Oxford would some day be a shrine at Salem. 

It was in 1931 that Mr. H. Y. McCord, of 
Atlanta, purchased this little Oxford slave cot- 
tage and donated it to the association who had 
it removed to the campground. Kitty’s Cottage? 
Who was Kitty”? 

You have to turn the calendar back more 
than a century, to 1844 when herd owner, 
Bishop Andrew was, according to one au- 
thority, “defrocked and expelled” by the 
Methodist Conference in Paltimore for being 
a slave owner. He did not »elieve in slav- 
ery, the girl had been given to him by a 
friend, and he had told her that she was 
“free.” but she would not leave his wife 
whom she adored. There was, too, a law to 
the effect that any slave who was freed 
must be returned to Liberia, and the Bishop 
had not the funds for sending her. 


So Kitty remained, the Bishop resigned from 
the Conference, and that as the beginning of 
the split between the Northern and Southern 
Methodists—a breach which has now been 
healed. During the war and after it she helped 
hundreds of people, black and white, fed many 
who might otherwise have starved. 


A century ago. Slavery. War between North 
and South. Shermar’s March to the Sea. Ter- 
rible things—but sonie values are eternal, and 
I like to think that bookshops and colleges will 
remain always and the people who love them 
transmit something beyond mere volumes, and 
the buildings that house them. If Sherman had 
not spared Covington, the spirit of the place 
would, I think, be here still.

A Break for 


Mental Cases 


SAVANNAH—lIf you have to go 
crazy, probably the best place in 
Georgia to do it is the County of. 
Chatham. 

The reason isn’t that the envi- 
‘rons of. Savannah are any more 
conducive to the slipping of one’s 
mental mooring—although there 
be some who will argue the point. 
It is simply that the State of Chat- 
ham has declared open season on 
quack psychiatrists and the jail 
treatment for mental patients. In 
‘Chatham there is a rapidly grow- 
ing system for handling of men- 
‘tal patients which sends them to 
‘a hospital rather than a prison. 
| The net result in the year and 
a half the system has been in op- 
eration is that commitments to the 
|Milledgeville asylum have been 
‘cut roughly in half, while confine- 
‘ment of violent patients in jail 
has been reduced more than that.

'turbed over the increasing num-| 
ber of young veterans who were) 


‘being clapped in jail after mental 
crack-ups. 

Most of these boys were not in- 
sane. 
‘who saw too much war too early 
In many cases. Given correct 


treatment they could be rehabili- 


tated easily. 
Given the wrong treatment? 
‘Our saturated asylums, crowded 
jails, and alarming statistics give 
the answer to that one. 
In Chatham, just as almost 
everywhere else, the problem 
Was a tough one. No local hos- 
pital had the facilities or med- 
ical personnel to handle mental 
patients. Hospital equipment 
comes high, and qualified psy- 
chiatrists can’t be hired like er- 
rand boys. 

One hospital, St. Joseph’s op- 
erated by the Sisters of Mercy, 
wanted to establish a psychiatric 
ward, but they needed money. The 
Legion boys decided to back the 
project and get the $3,000 needed. 
They sponsored a ball game and 
put out the hat for donations. 
When only $1,500 was raised, they 
had got so enthusiastic they robbed 
the post kitty for the rest and 
established St. James Hall, as they 
called the ward, in September of 
1947. 


SINCE that time the movement 
‘has grown in a fashion that would 
‘Surprise Topsy’s ma. Public and 
|Press reaction was almost instan- 
| taneously favorable. The 
‘copped a state award for outstand- 
ing service, and stories on the 
‘project have been printed from 
coast to coast. Other Legion posts 
and organizations have picked up 
the torch and now. marty such 
wards are being established. What 
is perhaps most important is that 
‘public attention was directed in 
no uncertain fashion to a grave 
problem. 


Locally, developments didn't 
stop with establishment of the 
ward. A private institution for

Full comparative figures are not| 
yet available, but you can bet a’ 
house and lot against last year’s 
Christmas necktie that they bear 
out the spot checks.

\see, too. It looks like any other 
ward with an almost total absence 
of the customary heavy bars, 
Strait-jackets and padded walls. 
The equipment is there, of course, 
but its camouflaged. 

Take the windows. They have 
screens in them—not bars. But try 
to cut one of the screens. Nothing 
\less than a bazooka will knock a 
‘hole through 11 | 


St. Joseph’s Hospital is a Cath- 
olic institution, but there’s no 
religious tag on the mental pa- 
tients, Christians and Jews, Bap- 
tists and Catholics are all pa- 
tients. The atmosphere is cheer- 
ful, too, and everything possible 
is done to get rid of the “snake 
pit” outlook on life. 


So if you begin to see things 
that ain’t there or find little black 
dogs trailing you around, change 
your residence to Chatham. You’ll | 
get a real nurse to look after you 
and not a policeman. 

But you don’t have to be crazy| 
to come to Chatham. We like sane) 
people, too.

the Colony, he planed “for a 
definite system of agricultural 
education amongst the Colo- 
nists.” The Trustees of the 
Colony early in 1733, established 
an “experimental garden of 10 
acres,” 

This was the first such station 
in America. 

The Colonists, with gardens 
and some crops, plus the fruits, 
game and fish which abounded 
in the area settled, managed to 
survive if not to prosper. The 
State continued to be agricul- 
tural and later became largely 
a “cotton” state, remaining such 
until the turn of the century, 
when agricultural education be- 
came a live subject. 

Dr. Wheeler’s book reveals 
that practically all progress in 
farming in the State, as to laws 
and diversification, has been 
made in the last 50 years. 

The book also shows that 
Georgians have been leaders in 
sponsoring and passing laws of 


National as well as State import, 
This applies especially to the 
Smith-Hughes Act, and_ the 
Smith-Lever Act. The former 
legalized vocational education 
in the schools and the latter cre- 
ated the Extension Service 
and/or County Farm and Home 
Demonstration Agents. Sen.

If there is traffic on the road 
your chances of ald will be con- 
siderably increased by relying 
on that old feminine trick of 
looking helpless. A friend of 
mine, wise in the ways of the 
road, pulls out the spare and 
stands it against a fender. With 
tire trouble so evident, it is 
hard for a passing male to ra- 
tionalize that she has “prob- 
ably stopped merely to enjoy 
the scenery.” 

But—even if passing cars are 


few and no one stops—all is not 
lost. Carry an old shower cur- 
tain which you can spread on 
the ground to protect your 
clothes. Roll the spare wheel to 
a position directly before or be- 
hind the flat tire, and lay it on 
the ground. Then run the flat 
up over the inflated tire of the 
spare wheel and set the brake. 

The extra height gained by 
driving up on the spare makes 
it easy to place the jack under 
the axle or bumper. A few turns 
of the jack handle and the 
wheel is high enough to change. 
Remove the wheel lugs, then 
the wheel, replace with the 
spare—and it’s all over. 

Some motorists have an even 
simpler answer to the flat prob- 
lem. They carry a small but 
sturdy four-wheeled platform 
which locks under the flat tire 
-—and allows them to drive 
without fuss or bother to the 
nearest service station.
